The evening of Friday, October 21 appeared to be the end of unusual DX conditions 

that may have been the result of the largest and longest Gamma Rayburst on record, that began 
October 9th. Unfortunately, the evening of October 22 was the exact opposite on the night before, at 
least, in Edmonton, with DX conditions poor in all directions. Both co-owned CHED-630 Edmonton 
and CJOB-680 Winnipeg have been operating all or most nights with something other than the night 
directional patterns published on sites like fecinfo.com. Both stations have seen the disappearance of 
other stations on their respective frequencies that the CHED and CJOB night patterns were designed 
to protect. In discussions with the CHED Chief Engineer before he retired several years ago, he made 
it clear that he had been requesting a new night pattern for the station for decades, and there has been 
major tower work on their transmitter site several times since his retirement.

The wee hours of October 29 marked the first detection of Aurora conditions in Edmonton since 
the evening of September 26, according to the Aurora monitoring station at the University of Alberta 
in Edmonton. Both dates were reported as a Yellow Alert, which means Northern Lights were likely 
to be visible in the sky, weather permitting, but with less certainty than a Red Alert. 

Aurora conditions elsewhere but not near a DXer’s location can create conditions where normally 
weaker signals are not blocked by normally stronger signals. For example, on 1220 in Edmonton, 
CJRB is normally unnullable at night. Slight Aurora conditions over southwestern Manitoba normally 
allow reception of KSLM from Oregon by nulling CJRB. If both CJRB and KSLM are completely 
blocked by Aurora conditions, WHKW Cleveland OH and XEB Mexico City have been heard on very 
rare occasions. 

680 CJOB MB Winnipeg - In response to a San Diego DXer who logged CJOB under the usual 
strong signal of KNBR, a Midwest DXer states that the station has been using their 
licensed day pattern at night for several years now. CJOB’s published night pattern 
only sends the equivalent of about 1 kW to Southern California. 

740 CBX AB Edmonton - The audio gap between CBX-740 and nested repeater CBX-2-FM is 
now down to about two-thirds of a second. The CBX-740 audio is still behind CBX- 
2-FM and appears to now be about four seconds late with the top of the hour network 
news. The gap between the two transmitters has been tightened up since last March 
when CBX-740 kept going off the air. The AM transmitter is near Edmonton 
International Airport, south of the city, while the FM is co-located on the CBXT-TV 
tower with all other Edmonton CBC FM transmitters in Sherwood Park, east of the 
city. 

800 CKOR BC Penticton — Had to be running their full 10 kW day power, as they were un- 
nullable in Edmonton after sunset on October 19th, likely just until their play-by-play 
local hockey coverage ended, as there was no sign of them later in the evening. 

860 CBUP BC Merritt -The CRTC has approved the CBC’s building of CBUP-FM 98.7 MHz 
with 140 Watts non-directional at nearly 2,000 feet above average terrain to replace 
40-Watt LPRT CBUP-860. Like CBUP-AM, CBUP-FM is licensed to rebroadcast 
CBYK-FM, CBC Radio One in Kamloops, BC. 

940 CFNV QC Montreal - Noted with Open Carrier during the evening on October 20th. 

950 CKNB NB Campbellton —-CKNB-FM came on the air last week, testing with a simulcast of 

oem CKNB-AM. There are the usual announcements asking listeners to report any 
aa interference issues to the station. Once testing is complete, there will be a three 

-%& month simulcast period before the AM transmitter is turned off for the last time. 

"S CKNB-FM is 5,330 Watts on 100.7 MHz from a new transmitter site in McKendrick, 

) three miles south of Campbellton. The current AM transmitter site is two miles east 

of Campbellton, on the south bank of the mouth of the Restigouche River, the 
boundary between New Brunswick and Quebec. The FM RDS data being transmitted 
reads “CKNB-FM Top 40” and the CKNB station branding is expected to change to 
“HITS 100 FM” without changing the current music format. 

1230 CBPD-1BC Glacier Park - 5-Watt Park Info Station deleted from ISEDC database 

1280 CBPP-1 PE Prince Edward Park — 5-Watt Park Info Station deleted from ISEDC database 

1310 CIWW ON Ottawa - The weekday Newswheel schedule for CityNews Ottawa is now 1:00 
to 7:00 PM and 10:00 PM to 5:00 AM. A new morning show is being hosted by former 
CFRA-580 announcer Rob Snow. Despite occasional mentions of 1310, there have 
been reports that top and bottom of the hour IDs now only mention 101.1 (simulcast 
CJET-FM), not 1310. This leads to speculation that CIWW’s license may be 
surrendered given the value of the real estate where the five towers are located. CJET- 
FM’s 100 kW signal appears to adequately service the Ottawa area, despite the station 
being licensed to Smith Falls. Format change to News-Talk from News, but slogan 
remains ‘City News.’ (includes CJET 101.1 Smiths Falls, Ontario) 

1430 CHKT ON Toronto - An extension was granted for the station’s switch to use of their 
existing Night Directional Pattern during the Day to October 30, 2023. The 
transmitter site is currently suffering flooding issues, causing delays in the 
implementation of this change, according to the station’s extension application to the 
CRTC. 

1490 CBPC-1 BC Glacier Park — 5-Watt Park Info Station deleted from ISEDC database 

1490 CBPC-1 PE Prince Edward Park — 5-Watt Park Info Station deleted from ISEDC database 

1610 CHHA ON Toronto - Noted with a lengthy period of Open Carrier on October 19th around 
7:00 AM.

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—--U.S. STATION NEws (FCC) --- 
CA Santa Cruz —- The FCC has proposed a $20,000 fine against KSCO. The FCC 


received complaints in 2016 and 2020 alleging the station had been operating at night 
with 1 kW non-directional for over thirty years as opposed to its licensed directional 
5 kW. (The owner) had last applied for an STA to operate under those parameters in 
1996. In response to the FCC, (the owner) told the FCC that “. . . in the directional 
mode the station loses coverage to a significant amount of its primary service area.” 
The station did apply for the STA again in early September with the FCC rejecting it 
as the was no proper justification for the need to operate with an alternate antenna 
system and reduced power during nighttime hours and no engineering studies 
supplied to show that they facility would protect other co-channel and first adjacent 
stations. 

AL Carrville — An $11,000 fine was proposed against WALQ. The station failed to 
file an extension of its Silent STA when it expired in November 2021 and continued 
to be silent until anew STA was filed to operate with reduced power in March 2022. 
The station was also operating under a one year license renewal as the prior owner 
had failed to consistently operate the station. The station was supposed to file a 
renewal application by February 1, 2021 but did not until June 27, 2022 due to health 
issues with the board member whose duties were to do so.

recorder. I contemplated bringing one of the SDRs, but since I don't have an adequate antenna here, 
I decided not to bother. Not being able to do IQ recordings here is the thing I miss the most. 
Nevertheless, I had some interesting catches including the two Winnipeg stations, CBW 990 and 
CJOB 680 around the same time on 11/03 and the KJJR test on 11/5 despite being so close to KRVN. I 
had logged that one from my NY QTH during the CPC test last January, which I considered quite a 
feat since WCBS dominates there. I set the Crane to USB and used the tightest filter available. I did 
switch to AM and a slightly wider filter during the verbal ID to make the female's voice more 
intelligible. I was also successful with the KSEN 1150 test. Condidtions were not good, even KNRV 
here in Englewood CO was barely audible, and I missed the first 45 minutes because I fell asleep at 
the switch. Finally around 0113 ELT, I was able to hear a few seconds or two of faint CW and then 
several minutes of varoius sweep tones .The ascending ones came through best. The frequency woke 
up just as the test concluded and KNRV, KSAL could both be heard with KSEN in the background.1 
applaud the efforts of the CPC in organizing these tests and seeing that QSLs are sent out for correct 
reports. If you haven't participated in this fun challenge before, try one and you'll be hooked. 73s
